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MOSSE’8 STATEMENT AS A WITNE8 9 CON’D. 
The officers then came around him. He 
did not know what all was said; he was 
much excited; “most any one would be.” 
he suggested; he sajd j,e wanted a drink; 
he had not had any water while at work; 
on his way to the well he was feeling in 
his pocket to see if every thing was there; 
if they had taken any thing and he took 
out the chain so, (showing by a motion 
of his hand to his vest pocket) and Wood* 
yatt took it; he don’t know if he grabbed 
it. They asked him if he had a spade and 
he don’t know just what reply he made, 
he don’t know what he said about the 
chain; Woody alt said he wanted him to 
go with them; got into the buggies and 
went to the culvert where the body waa 
found. 
When there the officers asked 
him to|go down and see the dead body, 
ile went down below the culvert to look 
at the body. 
Then they asked him if he 
did not then knowit;did not know at flwt 
whether or not he knew the body could 
not see it so well as to tell. They then 
brought him to jail. 
A very large crowd 
came to the jail that and many days there­ 
after; it was crowded much of the time. 
He got up on top of the cells to get out of 
the way of the crowd, and he was much 
frightened. Every body had something to 
say. At this point his attorney handed 
Mosse the knife that was found near the 
scene of the murder. He looked it over 
and immediately said: “ I never bad that 
knife. Tho kuife that I had and got from 
Spiller in the trade, had the little blade 
broken.’’ The chain found in his yeRt 
pocket, stained with blood, was then 
shown to him and ho at once recognized 
it. 
T.io ring found at the scene of the 
murder was then whewn to him and he 
recognized it as like one he got of Maggie 
Smith. Then he went on to state in ans­ 
wer to his lawyer's interrogatories: That 
he traded the ring to Frank Thiel for the 
w atch chain on exhibition. 
The trade of 
the ring for the chain was made while ho 
and Thiel were on their way homo from 
Knodle's place' where they went to sell 
books 
lie said Thiel looked at the ring 
and wanted it. 
He would trade the chain 
for it and Mosse 
said he would trade. 
Thiel took the chain from his vest pocket 
and they traded. Then Mosse was shown 
the club that was broken and offered in 
evidence as being used by Spiller’s boys 
as a ball club. Le said that be nayer saw 
it before. The blood stained coat and 
pants were shown to him and lie said that 
they belonged to him. 
He said that he 
never bad any trouble whatever with 
Frank Thiel. 
He never saw him after re­ 
turning from the ride in the country as 
related. 
He did not go with Frank Thiel 
on the road south of the North-Western 
depot at any time; he did not go with 
Thiel to Sherwood Dixon’s house, nor to 
Mis. Levan’s to sell books; be never went 
with him on foot in the country to sell 
books: the only time lie went with Thiel 
was when he went to Knodle’s place in a 
buggy ; he did not go with Thiel to that 
culvert on the 12th day of September 
where the body was found; and never did 
him any injury. Mosse denied the charges 
with all the particularity that the matter 
could be put in questions by his attorney. 
He said that, after Sept. 12th he was not 
on the hill, at the road corners, near the 
culvert where the body was found only on 
the days he has particularly mentioned. 
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CROSS EXAMINATION OF DEFENDANT. 
Question by Morrison: Did y ou tell 


any one that you had lost your knife? 
Answer: I do not know whether I did 
or not. 
Q 
Did you ever look for it? 
A. Mo, sir. 
Q. You know where you lost it? 
A. If I know where I had lost it I go 
back and pick it up. 
Q. You tell us y ou lost it unloading 
the hay for J shnny Hetler? 
A. That is the last day I said I saw it. 
Q. Was not that the place y ou suppose 
y ou lost y our knife? 
A. That was the last time I had it. 
Q. 
Did not y ou think y ou lost it wheu 
J 
rou unloaded that hay for J ohnny Het- 
er? 
A. 
Well that was the la9 t time I saw 
it. 
Q. 
Did y ou think y ou lost y our knife 
when y ou unloaded the hay for J ohnny 
Hetler? 
A. 
Well it might be that day that was 
he last day I saw tbe knife. 
Q. Did not y ou think y ou lost it when 
y ou unloaded the hay for J ohnny Hetler? 
A. Nev er thought before. 
Q. State whether or not y ou thought 
y ou lost y ounfcidfe pn the jday that y ou 
unloaded the hay fo£ J oin Hetler before 
y ou wai afnested! 
A. I khtiwl lost my knife. 
Q. Did y ou ev er think that y ou lost 
y our knife when y ou unloaded the hay 
for J ohn Hetler? 
A. I did not know ex actly the time, I 
thought it was that day . 
Q. How do y ou know y ou lost it on 
that day ? 
A. Well, I said that day because I was 
whittling when J ohn Hetler came for me. 
Q. 
Wnen did y ou first miss the knife?

Don’t believe I did.

Y ou know that when-you was ar­ 
rested that they claimed to find a knife at 
the culvert?

They showed me a knife then:

Q. You know that they claimed that 
this was your knife?

He was arrested and put in J ail. 
He 
freely answered all questions put him by 
the crowd. A newspaper (T9 * T el e ­ 
g r a p h ) reporter was questioning him and 
be answered all that was asked; when the 
newspaper man suggested that the pris­ 
oner dia not understand all that he was 
say ing and that he might make etate- 
ments that were not true, and suggested 
that he better get counsel; told him he 
should not talk unless he understood 
w hat he was sav ing. He engaged an at­ 
torney 
who told him not to say nothing 
about the case. 
He remembers when he 
ki>K d the dog; he had on tho snme pants 
ex hibited hero in court. 
On the fore 
part of tho day , Sept, 12 th, he had on the 
same clothes that he had on when arrest­ 
ed. He tried to get a J ob at Grand De­ 
tour Plow Works. 
RB-CROSfl EXAMINED. 
Q. You talked with Mr. Shaw, did 
y ou,—this gentleman sitting back here? 
A. He spoke to me. 
Who was with him? 
I don’t know. 
Q. Was Mr. Bethea with him? 
A. I don’t know if he was with him 
Q. 
Was Mr. Shaw y our attorney ? 
A. No, sir. 
Q. Is he now? 
A. No, sir. 
Q. Has he ever been? 
A. 
No, sir. 
[This was put in, we presume,’ as a J oke 
on the “newspaperman,’’whowas 
mix ed 
up with the lawyers there, before the 
jury , in reporting the 
case.] 
MRS SPIELER RE-CALLED. 
The broken club found near the culvert 
was shown. 
Saw it first when marshal 
Woodyatt showed it to her; don't know 
that she ever saw it before; her boy 
hat! 
such a stick, but tbe stick tbat tho boy 
had was small enough to have a parasol 
tin ferrule en the small end. Wheu Wood- 
yatt showed her the stick, sho spoke of 
the large end being cut. 


CROSS-EXAMINED. 
Sho believed that slio told* her sister 
tbat if she could clear Mosse by swearing 
to a lie stic would be tempted to do it. 
HE* DIRECT. 
Attorney for defense asked Mrs. Bpiller: 
why did you stato that to your sister? 
was it because you felt that he was abso­ 
lutely innocent ? [Ruled out by the court.] 
MAUeiK SMITH 
Lives at Willis Bpiller’s: mother lives at 
Aurora; has uncles and aunts in Marion, 
near Walton; his name is Chris. Smith 
Lived with her uncle 9 years ago; lived 
there 10 years; worked for Knodle two 
different times; first about 2 years’ ago; 
second, last spring about two months; 
knew Mosse.don't know how long be was 
there; saw Mosse again after lie left there; 
kuew him in Dixon, when she worked at 
Huntley House; was there until week be­ 
fore they moved to Dement Town; knew 
Mosse there about a month; went to Spill­ 
cr’s place week after they moved; knew 
Mosse up to the time he was arrested; re­ 
members Saturday, September 12th, when 
Theil was killed. 
Mrs. Bpiller went to 
Franklin on Friday, tbe day before the 
12th of Sept.: on that Friday Mosse 
was 
at home nearly all that day; saw linn iirst 
at breakfast; he was until between 9 and 
10 o'clock at the house; then lie 
went 
down town; saw him at half past 
eleven, 
and he was there until about 
Ip. m.; had 
a bihle when he came back from down 
town. 
He went in tho 
afternoon t 
> the 
depot with Mr. and Mrs. Bpiller; « cv him 
next about 4 p. m .; he was there it the 
bouse until after supper; 
saw him the 
same evening 
at borne; saw him on BiHir- 
iluy, Bept. 12th, at Bpiller’s at breakfast, 
and he went no where 
until 9 or JO 
o’clock; when he went down town 
u hit!, 
while; can’t tell when he got buck; he 
was 
back at dinner; Mosse went 
away h orn 
the house at about i o’clock 
said lie went 
to the Central depot; he was gono^ until 
twenty minutes to 4; witness saw Knodle 
ut Bpiller’s; talked with him; he did not 
come in the house; lie was in the r» ud, 
and she was ut the gate; that was a little 
after half past 3. 
In ahout ten minutes 
after Knodle left the defendant, Mosse, 
came. 
Don't know where he came from; 
saw him in the kitchen; he then dressed 
himself; combed, ami blacked his shoes; 
he went up stairs to dress; he U id on 
bronzed colored clothes before he dress­ 
ed; tbe same that are shown in court; she 
was picking chiokens that day; they were 
killed that morning; don’t know bow 
they were killed; Mosse was there helping 
her pick‘the chickens; he had on the 
MUne suit of clothes shown. After Mosse 
down stairs he bad on his best suit;

done 
by bringing 
the 
individu al 
members into tha t m oral state into which 
they do reflect su bstantially tho qu alities of 
the divine natu re. 
A nd it is dono by bring­ 
ing thern together so tha t their relative 
su periorities and differences shall su pple­ 
m ent each other; cou nterpart in the chu rch 
shall go to constitu te the general idea of the 
fu ll Christ. 
There is n© m an big enou gh to 
do it, bu t 100 men, if you can only organize 
them together so that over against each 
m an’s weak ness there is another m an’s 
.strength, over against each deficiency there 
is another m an’s su pply, and then hold them 
together in a com m u nity of love so that 
they shall represent one body and the 
variou s gifts and attainm ents of ail pu t 
together, and they will throw ou t on tho 
world an idoa which shall redlly stand for 
Christ.

im agining a dozen men and women selecting

the others—holding together

companionship 
is the most 
blessed experience of their life, and doing 
good to tho people 
am ong whom they 
w ork ed 
Kaid he: T hat earliest period in 
the form ation of a Christian chu rch often 
times is the consu m m ation of it. 
W hile it 
was small, coherent and zealou s for some­ 
body bu t themselves, not for repu tation, not 
for advancem ent, not for influ ence, bu t for 
dear love of H im that loved them, so long 
as there were a dozen grou ped together, 
that 
was 
a 
chu rch, 
no 
m atter 
whether it had been organized 
T hat is the 
ideal chu rch. 
And in tha t neighborhood go 
arou nd and ask : 
“W hat is you r idea of 
real goodness?” and you will hear them say: 
“Well, I don’t k now, there are good men 
here and there, bu t there’s a set of fellows 
come together every week down hero that 
have reform ed the dru nk ards and got tho 
ru gged children in th« schools, and go 
arou nd and see them a t the hou ses and 
really seem to tak e an interest in them and 
are living for them. I tell you I have never 
seen su ch a clu ster of work ers as they are." 
Ah, tho great m arble chu rches m ay be 
tom bs, and tho great cathedrals m ay bo 
em pty and void, bu t a chu rch m ade u p of 
hearts tha t are filled w ith love to God and 
show that love to each other, they are scarce, 
bu t where you meet them you can alm ost 
hear the bolls of H eaven ring. 
Mr. Beecher then appealed to his hearers 
to choose whom they wou ld serve, not 'Tor 
his sak e, nor their own; b u t for C hrist’s 
sak e and tho good of the world.

CLEVELAND ON LABOR MATTERS. 


Sta tus o f th© Possible Dea dlock Betw een 
the President a nd th e Sena te—Som e 
Cog ent Keasons W hy Senators Oppose 
Publica tion o f Those “ Pa pers.’» 


C h ic a g o , J an. 25 .-T h e Tribune’s corre­ 
spondent at Washing ton City teleg raphs: 
A word of advice mig ht be g iven to a larg e 
» 1*« ? of officeholders who have not y et been 
confirmed. 
It is to stay a t home. Since the 
prospect of a deadlock between the president 
and the Senate became widely advertised 
many of this class have g ot the idea that 
by coming to Washing ton they can hurry 
up their cases. 
They can’t, and they had 
better save hotel 
expenses 
by stay ing 
at home. 
Where the senate committees 
are 
after 
papers 
reg arding 
their 
prdecessors’ removals or suspensions the 
present incumbents will find it utterly use­ 
less to press their own claims for considera­ 
tion until the papers are 
forthcoming . 
When this is done,they will then see if there 
aiu any charg es of unfitness ag ainst the ap­ 
pointees, and until that point is touched the 
presence in Washing ton of this class is not 
all necessary in order to insure a hear­ 
ing . 
The New York Herald has the follow­ 
ing Washing ton dispatch 
from Charles 
ifSrdhoff: 
“ Mr. Cleveland to-day told y our cotre* 
spondent that ho will not g ive the desired 
information , to senators a t all, either in 
open or secret session. 
He has come to the 
conclusion that the constitution g ives the 
senate no rig ht of inquiry , and that he 
oug ht to stand on his consitutional rig hts, 
and, as he said to y our correspondent, ‘hand 
down the presidential prerog atives unim­ 
paired to 
his 
successor.’ 
Your cor­ 
respondent ventured 
to 
sug g est 
that 
if the senate should offer to receive and con­ 
sider the papers and information in open 
session, the president could easily and safely 
reserve the constitutional question and sup­ 
ply the desired papers on g rounds of public 
expediency . 
But Mr. Cleveland does not 
take this view, and, in fact, appears to look 
rather favorably on executive ssssionsas 
having been practiced from very early 
day s 
and 
avoiding 
embarrassing dis­ 
closures to the public. 
It is curious that 
most of the Democratic senators ag ree 
heartily in this view. 
They are positive 
that the president oug ht not to send papers 
to the senate. 
They are equally positive it 
is important to maintain the secret sessions. 
A Democratic senator said a few evening s 
ag o: 
‘I 
don’t want the president to 
send 
in 
papers, 
and 
certainly 
not 
to an 
open senate 
I don’t 
want to 
be made ridiculous or g et into trouble at 
home by tbe exhibition of papers which 
would show I had asked the president to re­ 
move men and put others in their places. ’ 
It is easy to see why senators with such an 
awkward fear of discovery before them, 
want no papers sent in, Mid above all want 
no open session for their exhibition. 
But 
there are other cases—for instance where 
such papers would disclose the painful fact 
that a senator or representative, while open­ 
ly

to 
favor 
the 
claims 
of 
an 
office-seeker, 
secretly 
secured 
the 
appointment of 
a different 
man. 
It is not necessary to say that a sen- 
utor in this dilema does not want papers 
sent in and wants no open session. 
But 
there are still other cases of senators and 
representatives who have secretly secured 
front th e president the retention in office of 
Rep ublican officials. These men are horribly 
afraid of the trouble wliioh would fall upon 
them from Democratic coi » dtuenta at home 
if their courso should be made p ublic. 
Th e 1 
there is a dreadful rumor that Rep ublican 
senators even have offered to help the p resi­ 
dent to g et his nominations confirmed if 
only the president would look kindly upon a 
few sug g estions of theirs about offices. 
But, 
of course, such senators, if there bo such, 
•is rumor has it, are positive that all appoint­ 
ments and removals should be considered 
ind voted apon in secret session. 
Whether 
che Republican senators will open the doors 
is a matter still in doubt. 
A g ood many of 
the y oung er senators favor it on public 
g rounds. 
The older ones are said to insist 
on secrecy .”

lamps, and that both of them were fonnd 
intact. 
The woman also stated that she 
heard scuffling between Maud and some man, 
to her unknown, directly previous to hearing 
the woman’s cries of ag ony , and on rushing 
to the room found that he had made his 
escape. 
It is known that the wretched woman 
was very economical, and alway s carried a 
well filled purse. 
As the officers have been 
unable to find this purse, it is supposed that 
the man first robbed her and then set fire to 
her clothing , with the intention of burning 
her to death, and thus conceal the theft 
Several experienced officers are working up 
the case, but as y et all efforts to discover 
the identity of the probable murderer have 
proved unavailing .

Five Old Men and W omen M**t a Terrible 


Fa te—The Rescued Driven Unclothed 
Into the 
Freesia g A ir— Recovery of 
Fourteen Victim s i f the P it Calamity . 


J a ckson, Mich., 
25.—The county 
bouse burned a t 1 o’clock Sunday morning . 
There were forty inmates. 
All escaped but 
five, who perished in the flamea. 
Their re- 
remains were broug ht to the city . 
The peo­ 
ple who perished were Dolly Martin, ag ed 
00, insane, an inmate for twelve y ears; Kate 
Avery , ag ed 7 0, insane, an inmate for ten 
J ears; J ane Atkins, ag ed 70, insane, on in­ 
mate for ten y Mrs; Zina Boy nton, ag ed 9 2, 
deaf; Charles Elliott, ag ed 7 2, blind. 
The building is situated in a lonely sj>ot 
about four miles from the city . 
It was re­ 
cently built at a cost of $12,000. 
The fire 
caug ht in 
some unknown 
manner in 
the 
inmates’ 
kitchen. 
The 
whole 
interior was destroy ed. 
The thermometer 
at the time reg istered 10 below zero. 
All the 
inmates lost their clothing and fled into the 
snow in a naked condition. 
Thirty of the 
paupers were broug ht to the city and housed. 
Some of them will die from exposure. 
J ohn Doherty , the hired man, broug ht 
three of the insane down the fire escape iu 
his arms and saved their live*. 
An imbe­ 
cile boy , 19 y ears old, was found in bod, fire 
falling on his back, and rescued by means 
of the fire escape. 
There were only two 
men besides the inmates about the place 
when the fire broke out, and they rescued 
the inmates before help arrived. William 
Mills, one of the inmates, was the first man 
to issue Banders’ spelling book. 
He was at 
one time worth $250,000. 


TH É DEÂD AT NEWBURG. 


Fourteen of the Victims’ Bodies Broug ht 
Out of the Mine. 


W h e e li n g , W. Va., J an. 25 .—The work 
continued in the shaft at the Newburg 
mines all Friday nig ht, and three bodies 
were taken out Saturday morning —those of 
Daniel Miller, Isaiah Timmons (acting pit 
boss), and his son. 
Their faces were badly 
blackened. 
The afterdamp is now out of the 
mine, but explosive g as is present in larg o 
volume and there is dang er of another ox- 
plosion. 
Experienced men hesitate to g o 
down in the mine, which is 225 feet deep, 
and divided into three compartments, two 
of which are fitted with cag es and hoisting 
apparatus for bring ing the coal to the sur­ 
face, while the third is the ventilating shaft 
L a t e r . —Work of searching for the bodies 
of the thirty -six miners stiil entombed in 
the deep recesses of the Orrell mine was pro** 
ecuted Saturday nig ht withjg reater 
east than 
bad been thoug ht possible during the day , 
owing to the improvement in the ventila­ 
tion caused by the extensive repairs to the 
ventilating shaft, and by 10 o’clock Sunday 
morning eleven additional bodies had been 
recovered in various parts of the working s 
and removed to the foot of the shaft. 
The 
news that the search for tho dead had been 
thus unexpectedly rewarded 
spread like 
wildfire about tho town, and by noon fully 
1,000 people, three-fourths of them strang ers, 
had flocked to the vicinity of the mine, 
where they took possession of every point 
of vantag e.
